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Summary of Pews ‘from the far 
; TAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Our political news is of a very meagre nature, but although 
there is at present a lack of stirring intelligence, the horizon is 
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not altogether cloudless. Many and frequent are the enquiries 
made regarding the Tycoon, whose movements and doings are 
veiled in mystery ; according to Jap ~oese accounts (which, by 
tho way, are not always reliable) he is still at Kioto, the guest 
The expedition against Chosiu appears to 
have miscarried entirely, a rather formidable host of supporters 
having appeared at the back of the refractory Daimio, who were 
quite ready to come to the front if the integrity of that Prince’s 
territory were endangered. The Mikado is said to have acted 
the part of mediator between the Tycoon and Chosiu, and 
should this be true, the quarrel, after s few preliminary haru- 
kiris, or official rippings-up, will probably be amicably adjusted. 
This will doubtless bo a great disappointment to those who 
have always accepted the Tycoon, and who would see no wrong 
in him, nor any extenuation for the conduct of the Daimio; 
but to an impartial observer, who looks ever so little below the 
surface of things, there has been nothing in the course lately pur- 
sued by the Tycoon calculated either to claim respect or excite 
sympathy. Whether Prince Nagato was or was not acting in 
accordance with instructions from the Mikado or the Tycoon is a 
point which perhaps will ever remain doubtful—a case in fact 
of hard swearing between Tycoon and Prince ; but it is difficult 
to believe that the latter would have taken the initiative with- 
out some substantial promise or prospect of support. 
But let us glance at the course pursued by the Tycoon’s 
Government subsequent to Chosiu’s aggressive acts. Were 
any active measures taken against the Prince to pre- 
vent a repetition of them? Was he declared a rebel? 
Nothing of the sort. Protestations and promises of redress 
came from Yedo, but nothing more. Then followed the 
combined and : successful attack on Simonoseki, whjch taught 
such a startling lesson to the whole of Japan. The Govern- 
ment, although in some measure prepared for an adverse result, 
were terrified at the severity of the blow struck, and fearing 
the charge of being implicated with Nagato, took immediate 
measures to set themselves right with foreigners at his 
expense, The Prince’s residences at Yedo and Nagasaki were 
razed to the ground, his territory declared confiscated, and a large 
army commanded by the ‘Tycoon in person marched from Yedo, 


"|for the ostensible purpose of reducing the rebel Daimio to 
* | submission. 


It would appear from native reports that the Tycoon has 


{already essayed to return to Yedo, but that while staying at 


tho residence of a Prince he again so narrowly escaped a trap 
laid for his assassination, that he deemed it expedient to 
return for atime to Miako, Possibly, however, there may be 
better reasons for prolonging his visit at the Spiritual Court ; 
Yedo is henceforth to be not only nominally but actually the 
residence of forcign ministers, and Sir Harry Parkes has 
given an earnest of his intentions by demanding a concession 


‘|for the British Legation, and has very wisely selected a spot 


which possesses the double advantage of having a water 
frontage and affording no umbrageous hiding-places for Ronins, 
Sir Harry is, moreover, evidently determined not to let the 
matter rest for an instant until his intentions are fully carried 
out; the ground has already been measured and the pre- 
liminaries of the contract arranged. 

The British community have certainly cause for congratula- 
tion on the choice of a minister made by our Government, and 
Sir Harry’s qualifications, both diplomatic and social, are likely 


to meet with full appreciation. His Excellency is not likciy to 
confine his movements to the immediate limits of the 
Treaty ports, but will probably take full advantage of that 
clause in our treaty which very properly gives the British. 
representative a right to travel through any part of the Empire, 
Sir Harry is not only anxious to seo Japan for himself, but is 
willing to forward the wishes of his fellow countrymen in this 
respect also, Until his arrival it was a most difficult matter 
for any member of the British Community to get permission 
to visit Yedo. As the guest of a foreign representative he 
might be fortunate enough to obtain leave from the Minister, 
but otherwise his application was nearly always refused 
although members of other nationalities were pot under the 
same ban, and could go as frequently as they chose to apply, 
provided they were decont and respectable people. Since Sir 
Harry Parkes’ arrival numerous British residents in Yokohama 
who, not happening to have official friends at Yedo, have been 
debarred from the privilege of visiting that city, have at length 
had their wishes gratified. Hitherto we have done our best to 
assist the Japanese in maintaining the exclusiveness they seck 
after, but tho opposite course will, I think, be found more 
Politic in the end. The American Minister has con- 
tinued to reside at Yedo ever since his arrival, and 
without being inconvenienced by any unpleasant de- 
monstration, although no guard has protected his re- 
sidence. The Consul-general of Holland also is a 
frequent visitor there, and is endeavouring to overcome the 
prejudices of the natives by the introduction of a carriage and 
pairon the Tokaido. By this road Yedo is within a con- 
venient distance for driving ; and its straight course, uniform 
width, and level character, bring it into not unfavourable 
comparison with the high roads leading to our own metropolis. 
Iam by no means sure that the Japanese Government find 
reason to congratulate themselves on the change of Ministers. 
Much as the Gorogio may have disapproved of Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, they would probably, if they had their choice now, 
prefer a continuation of his regime. Sir Harry's reputation has 
preceded him here as one who can “read off” a diplomatic 
Mandarin like a book, and could even fathom the recesses of the 
Imperial mind itself—a faculty quite sufficient to be alarming 
to Japanese diplomatists. Without for one moment drawing 
unfavourable comparisons, there is no denying that Sir Harry 
Parkes is eminently qualified for his present post. 

The Japanese are loth to give up their traditions ; they still 
cling with fondness to the Japan of old, and will not persuade 
themselves that the foreigner is a permanent institution, And 
the Government is evidently disinclined to believe in the 
necessity of Yokohama being perroanently garrisoned by British 
troops, for they made a proposition the other day to the effect 
that “As the two countries (England and Japan) had now a 
perfectly good understanding with one another, there was surely 
no longer any need for detaining such fine troops as the 20th 
in that distant corner of the earth.” Iam not aware that any 
official reply has been vouchsafed to this geutlo hint, but if so 
I fear it was not quite satisfactcry to the recipients. Yoko- 
hama has proved such an excellent sanitarium for the troops 
that it is not very surprising if somo reluctance is felt in 
withdrawing from the station. 

The Adventure has brought from Hong Kong a portion of the 
11th Regiment with some fifty women (wives of mneu in the 20th) 
and seventy children. Why these poor women should have 
been kept away from their husbands for a year, when within a 
few days’ sail of them, exposed to the risks attending the 
enervating climate of Hong Kong and all the evils which beset 
women under such circumstances, is one of those curious 
problems that can only be solved by official intelligence. 

It was quite a melancholy sight to sce the 150 men of the 
1th landing at the jetty. They wero supposed to represent 
the effective portion of the battalion; it must have been a 
grim joke to call them so, for in sober truth there were not 
six sound men amongst them. If these men were the only 
ones fit for duty, what could be the state of the remainder? It 
must be bad indeed, for 300 had been ordered home imme- 
diately. ‘This, then, represented the strength of the 2nd bat- 
talion—the 150 worn pallid creatures, who could scarcely totter 
up the steps from the landing place. Though the band of the 
20th came down to welcome their comrades to Japan, their 
cheery strains produced but little visible effect on the fever- 
stricken forms before them. Few of the men could ascend 
the steps without assistance, and many had to be carricd on 
shore and puttin the ranks like log figures. 
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NAGASAKI. 

From a letter we learn that the vessel reported to have been 
wrecked off the north end of Cape Gotto was the Dutch barque 
W. Kemptner. Out of the entire crew only one was saved. 
The crew consisted almost exclusively of married men, whose 
wives and families are thus deprived of their natural protectors. 
The Dutch consul, Mr. Bauduin, has, with the most praise- 
worthy energy, sct on foot a subscription in bebalf of those 
left destitute by this sad calamity, and already a very con- 
siderable amount has been subscribed. 

On the evening of the 16th Oct., in the foreign settlement, 
three officers from H.M.S. Rattler were fiercely menaced by a 
Japanese, supposed to be a retainer of the Prince of Satzuma, 
armed with a rifle, which he subsequently fired at one of the 
party. The officers, being unarmed, were to acertain extent in his 
power, and made no attempt at resistance. Fortunately, however, 
Mr. French, an American resident, arrived on the scene of action, 
and fired at the native twice with his revolver. Both shots 
took effect, and there is little chanco of the man’s recovery. An 
official inquiry into the matter was to have been instituted at 
both the English and American Consulates at tho date of our 
advices. 

HAKODADI. 

On tho 30th of Sept. the brig William Cundall, Captain 
Semple, arrived from Nagasaki, with fourteen persons belonging 
to the Russian ba:que J/amilla Mitchell, Captain Barfred, who 
were picked up in an open boat at the northern extremity of 
the Corea Strait. The Hamilla Mitchell—originally a British 
vessel of 520 tons register—was en route from Nicolaievsk, 
AmoorfRiver, to Chefoo, and about the 8th Sept. ran ashore on 
the Corean coust in foggy and rainy weather, where she became 
a total wreck. All hands got ashore and remained there for 
some days, until they were ordered off by the people, a sampan, 
some rice, water, &c., being provided for them. They took also 
the ship's long-boat, with baggago and provisions, Heavy 
weather coming on most of them were obliged to get into the 
long-bont, leaving three men in the sampan,{ which has not 
since been heard of. The captain’s wife was delivered of a 
child in the open boat. They were discovered at sca and picked 
up by the brig on the 1Sth, The sampan, with their baggage, 
having gone astray, they were in a destitute condition,

CHINA, 


TIENTSIN. 
We have received the following communication regarding tho 


trade of ‘Tientsin, from Messrs. Platt and Co, of that port :— 

Tientsin is situated on the Peiho, about 30 miles by land and 70 miles 
by water from the Taku Forts (which are placed at the entrance of the 
river), and 100 miles from Peking, the capital of China. The Grand 
Canal, which joins the Peiho at Tientsin. gos west about 50 miles, then 
south, joining the Hoang-Ho, or Yellow River, after which it continues its 
course until it reaches the Yang-tze, opposite Chinkiang, thus opening an 
inland water communication with Shanghai of upwards of 1,000 miles in 
extent, together with the navigation of the Yellow River, which extends 
an immense distance into the interior to the west. The trade of this port 
is large, as will be seen from the perusal of the list of imports, and is con- 
ducted by foreign as well as native merchants, and has hitherto derived its 
supply from the surplus stock of Shanghai and Hong Kong. Native mer- 
chants from the province of Shansee do the major part of the business of 
the west and north-west of China. Goods from this port find their way in 
many instances into Upper Thibet, on the borders of India, from which 
place and Mongolia they get camel's hair and wool in return, Large 
fairs, such as those of Leipsic and Novgorod, are held at stated periods, 
and draw their supplies from this port. 

Exports consist principally of medicines for Chinese use, together with 
wool, camel's hair, and cotton, All merchandise sold here is paid for 
either in sycee or gold bars, the preminm upon the former being about 5 
per cent. over Shanghai in favour of Tientsin, 

Steamers run froin Shanghai in about four days direct to the foreign settle- 
ment (in the suburbs of the city) during the season, which is from the 
early part of March until about the 1Uth of December, after which the 
ion is frozen up, and all business closed, except small parcels for 
consumption.

SHANGHAT. 

Dates aro to the 21st October. The mails of 26th August 
arrived out on the 14th October. The following iteras are 
from the North China Ierald. 

During the past week the weather has continued dry but 
cool and bracing, and sickness has alnost disappeared from 
the settlements, Our European dates extend to the 13th ult. 
the English mail of August 26 having arrived this morning, 
per P. and O. Co’s steamer Singapore. Tho French mail 
steamer Labourdonnais arrived on the 9th inst., with telegrams 
to September 2nd, but her news had been anticipated some 
forty-four hours by tho Staonala, On the 12th the Oriflamme 
arrived with dates to the 9th ult. 

Within Shanghai public attention has been concentrated on 
the issue of a misunderstanding between the French Consul- 
General and the Municipal Council of the “ French Concession.” 
‘We abstain from all comment on the subject as the facts will 
be found fully detailed in the documents reprinted in another 
column. Our readers will, of course, form their own con- 
clusions, but, whichever side is believed to bo in the right, 
all must deplore tho presezt quarrel, Yet of this evil good 
will, we doubt not, spring, inasmuch as the status of the 
Council and the French settlement must now be, once for all, 
definitely settled. Full details with regard to Burgevine will 
be found in the Daily News of the 9th Oct. His coffin has 
beon brought to Shanghai and opened, and the evidence goes 
to prove the genuinencss of the corpse. There is little or no 
reason to believe that his fate and that of his companions 
Was other than tho result of unforeseen accident. Rumours 





From Chefoo we have received an account of the damage 
caused by the recent torrents of rain. At the city of Tung- 
chow several portions of the wall were washed away, and at 
one spot 165 yards of solid masonry slipped from its position, 
and fell on a row of houses, of course burying them. 

Our Hakodadi correspondent reports severe gales on that 
coast, which have resulted in the loss of an enormous number 
of junks. 

A correspondent writes :—“Tho whole of the Che-kiang 
Province is in ruins. Soochow and Hangchow are a mass of 
rubbish ; it is only at the gates that the Chinese have com- 
menced to build. Splendid granite bridges have everywhere 
becu demolished, Colonel Sykes ought to be transported to 
this neighbourhood for a few months, prior to commencing his 
new Parliamentary career; he could then understand the real 
state of the case.” 

Tho coffin containing Takee's body was carried in state 
through the foreign settlements, The procession was headed 
by the police band, assisted by a number of native musicians 
on horseback, who brayed in the most discordant manner. 
The coffin was subsequently conveyed ou board the Kiangse, 
by which vessel it will be sent to Ningpo. Our readers are 
doubtless aware that Takee was the head of the Ningpo guild 
in Shanghai. 

A meeting of the Municipal Council was held onthe 10th 
Oct., at which it was decided, amongst other matters, to instruct 
Mr. Myburgh to take immediate action in the Supreme Court 
against the trustees of the estate of the late Charles Wills, tho 
said estate being indebted to the municipality at this date in the 
sum of 2,851.27 tls. while probably no property in Shanghai 
has more largely benefited by municipal control. 

One thousand tacls standing in the Municipal books since 
April, 1862, as duc by J. P. Tate, Esq., and alluded to by your 
committee in their report of the 7th July last, as unaccounted 
for by Mr. Pickwood, aud again by a letter of Mr. Chaloner 
Alabaster, published with the Council minutes of the 7th of 
August last, your committee determined, if possible, to discover 
this sum, and havo traced it’ up through every available record. 
The result has been that your committco find no just reason 
why the late Council placed this sum as duo by Mr, Tate, it 
appearing that the Municipal Council compradore received the 
amount from the Chinese Defence Committee in two bankers’ 
orders of 500 tacls each ; that he cashed the same, and placed 
tho money to his own account, and that tho money was, there- 
fore, never in the hands of Mr. Tate, the treasurer of the 
Council, or of Mr. Pickwoad, the secretary. The compradore 
is dead, and so is his security, aud your committee would sug- 
gest, therefore, that this disputed sum of 1,000 tacs bo 
written off the books of the Council. Your committee would 
remark that such a loss could not have arisen had the books 
of the Municipality in 1862 been kept in an intelligible manner, 
or on such a system as now. 

The North China Herald of 21st Octber gives a detailed 
account of the case Regina v. B, A. Reynolds and A. Holtz, tried 
before Sir E, Hornby at the Supreme Court, Shanghai, 
Counsel for the prosecution Mr, Myburgh, and Mr. Robinson 
for the defence. The charges against the defendants were, that 
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they were causing the diversion of the accustomed channel of 
the river Wangpoo, and otherwise interfering with it, to the 
impediment and damage of the free navigation of the river and 
against the rights and interests of the Emperor of China, In 
correspondence between themselves and H.B.M. Consul, they 
admitted having imbedded casks in the mud on the river bank 
and had bunded in the frontage of the river, and that the jetty 
in course of construction was their work. But they claimed 
to have a right to place and erect these obstructions, 

The case of the defendants appeared to be, thatas the owners 
of twenty mow of land which by title-deed was stated to be 
bounded on one side by the river, they havo become entitled to 
the land formed between their property and the river by natural 
deposit and otherwise, and amounting to about 75 mow. The 
defendants denied that the law of China gave rights to the 
Crown co-extensive with that given by English law. The ques- 
tion of right involved the consideration of the Jer loci rei cite, 
which would give a landholder no more than the quantity 
of land in the title-deed, and, in the case of land situated on 
the water-side, to give to the Emperor of China all alluvial 
deposit, however formed, and all land between high and low 
water marks. The Taotai, in a letter on the subject to H.B.M. 
Consul, states, having received a despatch from H.B.M. Consul, 
saying that Messrs, Dent and Co. bad inquired whether or not 
foreign merchants who had rented ground on the Putung side, 
if afterwards other ground rises up, can take in such land and 
use it as part of their ground rented ; and if such can be done, 
what are the limits of measurement. They ‘request the 
Consul to inquire into this. The Consul, in reply, has stated 
that he has examincd into the case, and finds that no despatch 
has been received from the Taotai, and he has, therefore, no 
grounds to decide upon. The Consul then requests an examina- 
tion of the case and areply. On receipt of this the Taotai 
wrote, “ I have not received any despatch from the Consul about 
this application from Messrs. Dent and Co. But formerly in 
reference to encroachments injurious to the river made by 
Reynolds, of the Fuh-lee hong, I have reccived orders from the 
Tsung-li yamen to the effect that they havo communicated with 
the British Minister, and that he has issued orders to the former 
Consul, Markham, strictly prohibiting the above, Now, if the 
land mentioned by Messrs. Dent and Co. is the same as that 
referred to by the Tsung-li board, it should be treated in accord-4 
ance with the prohibition. If it is another piece of land, we 
should wait till the officers deputed have examined and decided 
as to whether it has had any bad effect upon the course of the 
river, and we shall act accordingly. At the same time, I 
deputed the Shanghai magistrate and the Wei-yuan Chen to ex- 
amine and report, and I inform you that I have done so. Now, 
according to the report of the Shanghai magistrate Wang and 
the Wei-yuan Chen, they went, on the 3rd day of the 7th moon, 
with Mr. Interpreter Carroll, and a person who was requested 
to come from Messrs. Dent and Co.’s to examine the ground. 
The person from Messrs. Dent and Co. having atrived on the 
spot, stated that Messrs, Dent and Co. had no land at Putung, 
and had not requested a commission to extend their limits. 
They then asked these two Chinese how it was that this did 
not agree with the Constil’s first statement, to the effect that 
Messrs. Dent and Co.’s application was produced by damage to 
the river caused by the land jutting out at Mr. Reynolds’ pro- 
perty. 

With reference to this, Wang, magistrate of Saanghai, said : 
Tam acquainted with the laws of China. According to those 
laws, land bought or rented is specified as to extent in the 
title-deeds, and cannot be added to. If any increase be made 
it belongs to the Crown. It is punishable to deposit anything 
in a river between high and low water marks, 

Mr, Hockley, R.N., Harbour-Master, in being examined 
stated :—The point is not now in the same state as when I as- 
sumed office. It has been increased by the placing of barrels 
in the vicinity of the point. Those barrels were placzd by Mr. 
Reynolds, When first placed on an average they were 50 fect 
from low water mark, and 80 feet from high water mark, 
ordinary tides. They were at first put on the top of the mud, 
and stones put in them to keep them in position. The placing 
of these tubs tended to increase the deposit, by the tidal stream 
being checked, and the water being thus prevented from going 
over the smooth surface of the bank where it would have left 
a natural deposit on the top, The tubs caused a deposit to 
fall outside, ‘I'he continuance of these tubs increased the point 





154 feet in one year. Other witnesses were called and gave 
lengthened statements. 


Sir E, Hornby, in giving judgment at great length, stated it 
was clear the defendants have failed iu their attempt to justifiy 
their acts. It is clear that the land on which the mole is built 
is not their land. It is equally clear that the mole itself is 
what the law considers an obstruction, in other words, a nui- 
sance. He was not, however, disposed to do more in the 
present case than order a verdict to be entered against them, 
and to restrain them from continuing their works, leaving them 
to apply for permission to the civil authorities, through the 
Consul, to rear such a jetty as the authorities may think will 
not be productive of inconvenience, either present or future, to 
the navigation of the river. The local authorities will, doubtless, 
be satisfied with this, and will be inclined to meet the defendants 
half way, to allow them to continue from a point to be fired 
on the present mole, the erection of an open-work jetty—the 
defendants paying an increased rent to the Government for 
every mow they claim to retain beyond the quantity originally 
purchased by them. The verdict of the court will therefore bo 
against, the defendants—the question of the removal of the 
mole to remain in suspense, to sco if any arrangement can be 
mado with the local authorities, the works to be stopped until 
the permission of the Taotai bo obtained to continue them; 
and the costs of this summons to be paid by the defendants. 

CHIN-KIANG. 

On the 23rd August a meeting of the supporters of the 
Chinese Hospital at Chin-kiang was held, and numerously 
attended. Tho report, which has been circulated amongst the 
foreign community here, shows a very satisfactory state of 
things, aud proves that Dr. Gentle has spared no pains to ex- 
tend his sphere of usefulness amongst the Chinese. ‘The dis- 
pensary was opened in April 1864, when the only place 
available was the junk in which Dr. Gentle at the time resided. 
Within a few months, however, the sum of $221 was sub- 
scribed, and a more suitable consulting room opened on shore. 
Besides the contributions of the foreign residents, a fee of fifty 
cash is taken from patients able to pay it, and from this appa- 
rently trifling source $259.70 was collected during the year. 
The funds, therefore, now show a balance in favour of the 
dispensary of $111.70, the expenditure for the year, exclusive 
of the first cost of building, amounting to no more than $157. 
Yet with this slight outlay 4,264 patients were treated, of whom 
790 were too poor to pay anything. We have hitherto learned, 
from Chinese hospital reports, that the majority of cases sub- 
mitted to treatment are surgical. Chin-kiang, however, offers 
an exception to this rule, as the surgical cases bear but a small 
ratioto the eutire number brought under treatment. Patients 
suffering from skin diseases have frequently sought aid, and no 
less thau between thirty and forty cases of leprosy were treated. 
Sixty-seven operations, all of considerable importance, were 
performed, and the relief thus obtained, together with the 
satisfactory results of minor operations on the eye, have tended 
to gain the implicit confidence of the natives. Opium-smokers 
have also claimed assistance, at least ten of whom, out ofa gross 
number of about 140, were cured of the habit. Lastly, the 
patients frequenting the hospitaland dispensary have been brought 
as far as possible under religious instruction ; but the short time 
which each sufferer remains under treatment would appear to 
have prevented the manifestation of any good results. The 
London Mission are about to appoint a catechist at Chin-kiang, 
whose services will be made available for the dispensary, and 
through him the truths of religion will be brought prominently 
before the patients during their stay. 

FOOCHOW,

Concovs.—In the early part of the interval which has elapsed there 
were but few buyers, and with increased stocks rates for medium kinds 
further declined one tael, but immediately on the arrival of the mail of 
26th of August, with improved accounts of the English and Australian 
markets, several eager buyers entered the market, and a large business has 
resulted, settlements amounting for the fortnight to about 44,800 chests; 
owing, however, to continued large receipts from the country, rates have 
not advanced, the market closing firmly at our last quotations, 

Sovctone.— We have no change to notice in these kinds, the stock of 
which is much reduced. 
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Ooroxc.—Paucity of supplies has prevented an extended business, and 
the few settlements made have been at full rates, 

Scentep Teas have been in more demand, and latest settlements show 
vance of 1 to 2 taels per picul. 
owgay Pexors have been in request for India at about previous 
quotations. 





AMOY. 

Advices from Amoy are to the 12th Oct. They speak of a 
slight visitation of cholera and dysentery, several fatal cases 
having occurred of both diseases. The death of Mr. Freeman 
had caused considerable regret, from the general esteem with 
which that gentleman was regarded by tho residents. Flags 
were half-mast, and other signs served to show the sorrow felt 
at the loss sustained by the removal of a respected resident. 
The China Mail says: — 

The subject, however, which engrossed, and will doubtless 
continue to engross, the largest share of attention at Amoy— 
and there need be little wonder if it does—is the growing hardi- 
hood and daring exploits of the pirates in the neighbouring 
waters. So effectually are those sea-robbers establishing a reign 
of terror over the legitimate commerce of the coast, that the resi- 
dents at that port are becoming really alarmed. Unfortunately, 
this anxiety does not appear to have a corresponding effect upon 
our Consular authorities there. In the absence of such official 
interest, a meeting had been held of the principal merchants 
in the settlement, to take into serious consideration what steps 
should be taken under the present threatening aspects of 
affairs ; and a deputation, we understand, waited on H.B.M.’s 
Consul to request him to take some action in the matter. 
‘What particular line that action may take is not easy to guess 
at. It is, however, plain enough that no steps have been 
as yet taken by the senior naval officer, the official whose 
action would probably bo the most effective. 

As we have already hinted, it is difficult to arrive at con- 
clusions regarding the action, if avy, likely to be taken at the 
present juncture. Jt is as plain as noonday, to all who wish 
to see, that piracy is outgrowing us, outwitting us, undermining 
the security of our trade, and, if unchecked, may seriously 
embarrass our commercial as well as our political relations with 
this Empire. It is sufficiently clear also that it is incumbent 
upon every nation, worthy the status of a nation with 
treaty relations, to clear its coasts, creeks, and har- 
bours, and keep them clear, of its own robbers. This 
admitted, it may be seca at a glance that a government which 
is unable or unwilling to do this for itself must either pay for 
such duty being done by others, or forfeit the rights secured by 
treaty with the other governments concerned. Aline of action 
embracing these principles is said to have been whispered in 
official circles ; and we simply await the issue of said whisper- 
ings, in the hope that it may be fraught with beiter hopes and 
livelier results than have hitherto been forthcoming. 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are up to the morning of the 28th Oct., owing to the 
non-arrival of the steamer from Shanghai, We take the fol- 
lowing items from the Evening Mail :— 

His Excellency the Governor of Macao has at length wakened 
up to a sense of the iniquity of the coolie trade, which has so 
long been carried on without hindrance or restraint in the 
Holy City itself and on the neighbouring islands. He has in- 
stituted an inquiry into the whole of the circumstances at- 
tendant on this infamous traffic, and has expressed a resolution 
to put an end to it for ever. We have been informed that 
this action on his part is mainly attributable to some very ex- 
cellent articles that have appeared in the columns of our con- 
temporary, the Echo do Povo, We cannot but think, however, 
that our repeated denunciations have not been without their 
effect. 

The following report of the Su:ondna’s passage from 
Shanghai will serve to show that the predictions regarding her 
swiftness were tolerably correct. The American steamer Suwo- 
nada, Captain Jayne, left her mooring off the Shanghse dock at 
5 Axon the morning of tho 12th, passed Woosung at 6 A.x., 
Light Ship at 8.20 a.m, discharged pilot at 8.50 a.M., passed 
the Tai-chow Islands at 10 P.s., and arrived in this harbour at 
11.45 P.at., on Sunday, the 14th, having made [the passage in 
663 hours.

The Honourable W. H. Rennie having been requested to take the 
chair, stated the objects for which the meeting bad been called, and said 
that, preparatory to proceeding to the election of the Committee of 
Selection, he thought it well to inform the meeting that the funds were in 
‘as satisfactory a state as could be expected ; for, after deducting all liability 
to the Government for the cost of removal of harbour-master’s depart- 
ment and construction of the new building, the committee, taking into 
account, not only the actual cash ia their hands, but also the funds con- 
sidered available from other sources, estimated there would be about 
$91,000 to apply to the construction of the City Hall, being, about the 
amount siated in the advertisement for plans.

It was then proposed by Mr. Hazeland, and seconded by Mr. Bosman, 
that Messrs. McDouall and Ryrie be appointed trustees of City Hall funds, 
in room of the late Mr, Owen and the late Mr. Noble—cartied unani- 
mously, 

‘The Chairman then stated that the objects of the meeting had been ac- 
complished, but before separating he would wish to state that the new 
harbour-master’s office was progressing rapidly, and would be ready for 
occupation about January or February. The site would then be clear for 
laying the foundations of the City Hall, and the building would Le at once 
commenced, However, another meeting would be called after the pre- 
nian had been awarded, and the design intended to be carried out de- 
cided on, 

In reply to Mr. G. Sharp, the Chairman said that the possibility of the 
extension of the praya in front of the City Hall site had been duly con- 
sidered by the committee, but it appeared that if the commencement of 
the City Hall were to be delayed until that question was finally settled, the 
Project might be considered as indefinitely postponed.

‘Thus there is a chapel in Saukiwan, 
an outstation of Hong Kong, which has been built chietly by the Chinese 
themselves, the mission having contributed only one hundred dollars 
towards its erection. At Lilong the Christians volunteered their labour, 
without receiving payment, to the building of a chapel and school some 
twelve years ayo, so that the moderate sum of three hundred and filly 
dollars from the mission fund was sufficient to defray the expenses of that 
edifice. At Chonglok the Christims bought a large three storied house, 
which was formerly owned by a wealthy family; that family having hy 
some misfortune been reduced to poverty. ‘The fortune-tellers contended 





























that the unlucky situation of the house was the reason of the misfortune, 





and consequently no one would buy is. ‘he Christians subscribed ainong 
themselves forty dollars, and purchased the house, which uow serves as a 
residence for the missionaries, and is, besides, spacious enough to accom- 
modate the congregation when assembling for worship. 

“Here in Hong Kong the mmission is a great deal more limited in space, 
and it has been with great difficulty and inconvenience that all the girls 
could be accommodated in the precincts of the Basel Mission House. An 
enlargement of the premises is most urgently required. ‘Thanks to the 
liberality of the Local Governinent, the piece of ground on which the 
Mission-bouse stands is a free grant. The adjoining land is being built 
upon with Chinese houses. ‘The too close neighbourhood of such would 
be a serious nuisance, anda great obstacle to the school. ‘The portion of 
ground adjoining is obtainable, measuring forty feet by one hundred and 
fifty, for which the price of 1,800 dollars is asked, requiring about 200 
dollars for levelling. The intention of the missionaries is to purchase this 
piece, and to build a school on it, which would cost an additional 2.000 
dollars. ‘The boord at home not being in a position to supply the neces- 
sary funds, the missionaries venture to apply to this community to assist 
them in raising the 4,000 dollars required, and trust that they will not 
meet witha refusal. Our missionaries in India receive the fiith part of 
their expenditure from frieuds on the spot. Should we doubt that there 
are not as warm and symputhi-ing friends of the mission here in China? 
‘We are confident that such is the case, and that this our appeal wiil meet 
with a cordial response.”

It appears to us that the days of sailing vessels on the coasts of China 
and Japan are almost numbered. Steam has made such rapid progress in 
this part of the world, that its resutts have rather tended to take the natives 
by storm than fo effect any alteration in the organisation of society. Steam 
has, however, become a fixed, a scttled institution, which has obtained a 
permanent footing, and which is being more and more appreciated daily, 
At may appear strange that with the inercased facilities and commutica- 
tion which steam has afforded, that the Mandarins shouid bave allowed 
Matters to fail into their present sad state ; but the prog of steam in 
China must not be judged of by this result. The real question at issue 
is, in what state would the Empire have been but for the introduction of 
steam? 

It is not twenty years yet since steam was first introduced into com- 
merce in China.” Steamers ran for come years on the Canton river be- 
fore the Chinese would avail of them. In fact, it_ was uot untii 1854, 
when the rebels pressed hard on Canton, that the Chinese realiy com- 
menced to travel in steamers. ‘This they did from eompulsion, not from 
choice ; for if the refugees from Canton had attempted ta travel in nati 
boats, the rebels would have captured them. ‘This circumstance may ap- 
pear incredible, but it is nevertheless true 5 and the fact affords scope tor 
reflection as displaying the Chinese character in a remarkable light. For 
years, we say, they preferred their own slow, uncomfortable. unsafe craft 
tothe rapidity and superior accommodation of steamers. But having re- 
sorted to steamers from compulsion, they so far appecciate the advantaxes 
to be derived from travelling in them, that they adopt. them permancutly, 
after the necessity for employing them has cowed. 

Thus it came to pass that nteam drove lorchas, schooners, and fast boa 
entirely off the Canton river, and simultaceously with this achievement 
square rigged vessels pressed the native junks out of employment on the 
coast trade. But steam could not rest satistied with this advantage, and 
appeared to allow sailing vessels un the coast tv be its pioneers in breaking 
through the Chinese prejudice against innovation. In a short time the 
whole coast was crowded with foreign vessels, and the occupation of the 
lumbering native junk was gone. 

‘The next step im advance on the part of steam 9 
Southern ports of Swatow, Amoy, and Foochow, ‘The advantage of. 
steam over ¢ was inade so wanitest i this attempt that the facther 
struggle was merely a question of time; a siiling versel would usually 
take from a week to ten days in reaching Swatow in the north-east 
wonsoon, and about half the time in the south-west. A. steamer can 
make the passage in from eizhtcen to twenty hours, ‘To fete Amoy or 
Foochow, a sailing vessel in the north to go round For- 
mosa, whilst a steamer makes a direct course and makes the passage in 
one fourth of the time. Six steamers now run regularly between Hong 
Kong aud thete ports, and as these take all the freight going, sailing 
vessels are-completely run off the road.

The carrying trade between Shanghai and Tientsin is nearly all in the 
hands of steamers, whilet the steamers running between Shanghai and 
Japan are more than sutlicient to do all the work on that line. 

Therefore we have laid it down that steam first drove canvas off the 
Canton river, and then off the coast as far as Foochow, then to Shanghai, 
whence it carried the day to Tientsin and Japan. There remain only 
then, for sailing vessels, as far as the coast of China is concemed, the 
Formosa and the Newehwang trades. ‘The coast of Formosa is singularly 
defective in harbours, the anchorazes being all shallow and dangerous. 
‘The port of Newchwang has a bar at its mouth, and has, besides, dangers 
in its river, which we fancy must make it anything but a good risk for 
underwriters. Consequently, both Formosa and Newchwang are pecu- 
liarly adapted for steain, to which these dangers apply ina far less de- 
gree; aud we shall find in a short time that steam will carry them. 

What is to become of the shipping interest in China we do not know. 
‘The Indian trade is claimed by steam, and except when large shipments 
of rice shall be made from Calcutta, wiil be carried by it. ‘he carrying 
trades to the Atlantic and to Australia are available for canvas, and. will 
continue to be so until steam shall make its next grand stride. | The rice 
and coal trades remain—these, especially the former, are unsteady. A 
vessel cannot waitiallithe year for the chance of a rice charter, as upwards of 
two hundred appear to be waiting in these waters at present, — Sailing 
vessels will gradually diminish in number from China, and when rice 
vessels are wanted the supply must be obtained from some channel not 
yet laid down. Probably, all the shipping from Australia to India may 
call here en route during the north-east monsoon ; of the tea ships may

The 61st birthday of his Majesty the Supremo King of Siam 
occurred on the 18th of October, ‘The usual diunor to the Con- 
suls of the ‘Treaty lowers was given at the Royal Palace on 
that evening. Lis Majesty elds his age remarkably well. 
The congratulations of his Majesty's subjects and European 
and American friends on the return of another birthday was 
most cordial and sincere. 

We have received files of the Siam Times up to the 25th 
Sej-tember, from which we gather the following items :— 

‘The semi-annual ceremony of drinking the water of allegiance 
occurred at the Royal Palace on the 1Sth September, Accord- 
ing to former custom, the payment of the annual salaries corm- 
mences immediately after, ‘The amount paid to each Govern- 
ment Officer is very stall, but the number receiving it is so 
great that the amount paid out of the Royal ‘Treasury is very 
large, The greatest sum paid to the highest otticers of Stato 
is thirty catties, say £300, or about $1440. It is their office 
with its perquisites, and not their salary, which enables them 
to maintain the houour and dignity of their position, ‘The in- 
come of sue officers is very large, and, if rightly appropriated, 
would enable them to live in great splendour, Others are 
obliged to eke out a miserable existence on the pittance re- 
ceived, withont perquisites or anything else to support them- 
selves or maintain their position. As the country improves it 
hoped these inequalities and its evils will be remedied. 

Gratifying reports continue to come in from the country of 
the euccuraging prospects of the growing rice crops. The 
water in sume places is already from a foot to a foot and a half 
higher than last year.

Great difficulty is experienced in obtaining servants in Bank- 
kok, owing to the alwost raving propensity of the people to 
gamble, ‘The hope of winuing a large sua, or enough to pro- 
cure their rice and curry without labour, keeps the numerous 
gambling-houses full, the people in idleness, the prisons 
crowded with criminals, and Europeans and others in want of 
servants at fair rates, Sume definite understanding among 
foreiguers on this subject would probably remedy a part of the 
evils connected with servants and their rate of wages. 
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STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Wo have no files of papers or correspondence by this mail. 

We have scen a copy of a memorandum, printed in Singa- 
pore for private circulation, containing an account of the con- 
duct of M. Aubaret, late French Consul at Bangkok. Having 
already recorded tho facts of the case, and commented on them 
in our issue of the 4th ult., it is unnecessary to recapitulate 
the circumstances here. Wo doubt, moreover, whether the 
King of Siam’s well-wishors in Singapore have acted wisely in 
giving publicity to this memorandum. M, Aubarct, having 
left the country, and being very unlikely to be reinstated in his 
former position, it would have been better to let the matter 
sink into oblivion as speedily as possible. Much as we may 
deplore and condemn the misconduct of M. Aubaret, wo think 
it unwise to take any steps likely to perpetuate the irritation 
naturally felt by the Siamese, and which, though aroused by in- 
sults on the part of this one person only, may militate against 
the maintenance of cordial and friendly intercourse with the 
representatives of foreign countries generally.

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THE CHINA TRADE IN 1864. 

We have now before us the official “ Report on Trade at the 
Nine Treaty Ports during the Year 1864,” published by order 
of the Insprcron-Generat of Customs. Having already given 
a resume of the most noticeable features contained in Mr. 
Noerzut’s “ Analysis of Chinese Commerce” during this and 
the preceding year, it is unnecessary to recapitulate any of the 
general statistics ; we avail ourselves, however, of the oppor- 
tunity to place on record somo interesting facts not then 
touched upon. Almost the first thing that attracts attention is 
the unfavourable nature of the report from Canton. Wo have 
gradually become familiarised with the idea of an inevitable 
decrease in the amount of foreign trade at this port ; and havo 
come to admit, quite as a matter of course, that Canton will 
never be again what it was in the “old times.” Yet, when the 
actual figures are placed before us in a tabular form, the exte n 
of the falling off is quite startling. In Mr. Grover’s own 
words, “The value of foreign trade for last year was about two- 
“ thirds of what it was in 1860, and the amount of dutics 
“received is less than one-half of what it was five years ago.” 
The two chief causes of this are stated to be, firstly, the open- 
ing of Hankow, to which port is now diverted a large propor- 
tion of the tea formerly shipped from Canton ; and, secondly, 
the entire cessation of the cotton trade since the commence- 
ment of the American war, In former years the importation 
of raw cotton from India was carried on by Farsees and others 
to an enormous extent ; aud as the proceeds were returned to 
India in various descriptions of Chinese merchandise, two im- 
portant branches of commerce have thus been entirely lost. 
Mr. MacpHErson, Commissioner of Customs at Hankow, thus 
alludes to the direct influence exercised on trade at Canton by 
the opening of the former port :—“So long as Canton is de- 
“ clining, the export trade of Hankow will doubtless advance 3 
“ but the advance is, I think, certain to cease, for a time at 
“east, when Canton has fallen as low asit will fall.’ We are 
inolined to believe that this stago has now almost been reached ; 
that the tea shipments from Canton will not fall much below 
their present quantity ; and that, inasmuch as the recent de- 
velopment of cotton cultivation in India will soon enable that 
country to resume the shipment of supplies to its old cus- 
tomers in the East, besides rendering the mother-country inde- 
pendent of the American market for this staple, the cotton 
trade at Canton may yet return to its normal condition, bring- 
ing with it other elements of renewed prosperity. It is worthy 
of remark that, notwithstanding the rapid growth of trade at 
Hankow, the return from that port for 1864 (its most pros- 
perous year) is still considerably lower than that from Canton 
in 1860, the year before Hankow was opened. 


THE RUSSO-AMERICAN TELEGRAPHIC LINE. 

‘Tue feasibility of establishing telegraphic communication 
between the opposite shores of the Pacific by the northern 
route—a scheme originally projected by the Russian Govern- 
ment as an extension of its Siberian line—has all along been 
regarded by those entitled to a judgment oa the matter as 
merely a question of available capital and judiciously applied 
Science. Political, no less than commercial and monetary con- 
siderations, conspire to promote the enterprise ; and when the 











American Union Telegraph Company appeared in the field, with 
an exclusive concession from the Russian Government to con- 
nect with its Asiatic termini at the Amoor, and a right to 40 
per cent. of nett receipts for all through messages either way by 
the joint lines, the required capital of $10,000,000 
(£2,000,000), in $100 (£20) shares was promptly subscribed ; 
and, with $10 per share paid up, these are at a premium of 30 
percent. The Russian Government finds its account in the 
increase of business and in the saving to be effected by obtaining 
uninterrupted communication, by the outlay of foreign capital, 
with its American possessions. In addition, there is the more 
speedy connection effected by this arrangement, for the Russo- 
American line will be completed far within the contract time 
of five years; whilst the Russian-Siberian line, from the com- 
mercial emporium on Lake Baikal to Irkutsk, and thence to the 
Amoor—a line that has hitherto progressed at the rate of 1,000 
miles per annum—will be continued with increased speed. Tho 
work of construction from Kiachta is being vigorously pushed, 
and, at the date of our latest advices from the Amoor, no less 
than 800 miles had been completed inland from the mouth of 
that river. The American undertaking is certainly not wanting 
in grandeur of conception, and, we might add, in a romantic 
interest which its purely mechanical and utilitarian character 
cannot wholly destroy. In the five expeditionary corps now 
out, exploring ocean inlets, trending along river beds, penetrating 
mountain canons, or traversing desolate steppes, we see invoked 
again the pioneer spirit of an earlier day. 

To satisfy general inquiry, we proceed to give a connected 
view of the progress of survey and construction on information 
of an authoritative character, derived frown private and official 
sources, thus disposing of several conjectural and partially con- 
flicting statements that have lately appeared in the public press. 
The route we trace is that which, with some unessential 
modifications, will be adhered to. On the American side, it 
involves the adoption of that great river system extending 
from the mouthfof the Fraser river to theArctic circle, where the 
Kvichpak, in divided streame, forming a delta not unlike that 
of the Nile, empties itself into Norton Sound. Its head 
waters have been traced to a higher latitude, where it 
has its volume swelled by a channel of the You 
can, the larger branch of which flows south-eastward 
connecting with the lakes reached by the Fraser valley. A 
surveying expedition under Major Kennerr has ascended the 
Kvichpak, in a small steamer, the Lizie Homer, only 35 feet 
long. No communication has been had with him since he left 
Fort St. Michaels, As soon as stopped by ice, the 
Major and his party would take to sledges, following 
the line of the Youcan, on his way to meet Major Porz, 
who left Vacouver in the carly spring. Theso ‘explorers are 
followed more slowly by their working staffs, but the line has 
already been extended from New Westminster to Point St. 
James, by the construction party under Captain Conway, and, 
by the end of December, Cariboo will be en rapport with 
Victoria, The next extension will be from Fort George to Fort 
Conolly, and thence to St. Frances’ Lake and Fort Pelly Banks, 
a lake connected by the Pelly with the Youcan, At Lake Babine, 
bateauc, constructed under the superintendence of Captain 
Cartm, are available for crossing aypplies. The exploring and 
engineering partics have amilitary organisation, andarewellarmed, 
so as to be prepared to encounter any hostilities from roving 
tribes, From the mouth of the Kvichpak a cable will be extended 
toSt. Lawrence Island, and thence to the Asiatic side, emerging 
in the vicinity of Cape Choukotskoi, The remaining route lics 
across the Peninsula of Tchuktches to the north of the Bay of 
Anadyr, where a cable will be submerged, a land line connecting 
it with Penshinsk, at the head of the gulf of the same name, 
thus altogether avoiding the detour by Kamsckatka. Crossing 
the River Penshina, and rounding the eastern side of the gulf, 
Fort Ghyiginsk will be the next point attained, from which the 
line will be carried to Yamsk, and thence northward of the Sea 
of Okhotsk, through Ova, Tomsk, and the Valley of the Kova to 
Okhotsk ; whence, striking off in a south-wosterly direction, to 
the east of the Stannovoi Mountains, the land route by the Sea 
of Okhotsk will be continued until Nicolajevsk, the new Russian 
settlement at the mouth of the Amoor, and the termini of the 
Russo-American line, is gained. Whilst we have indicated but 
a few points, we may state that the Asiatic route is dotted with 
towns and villages, constituting 80 many pointe d'appui, 
The route has been traced by two exploring partics, 
one descending southward from tho Bay of Anadyr, the 
other ascending from the Amoor. From both points 
the work of construction is being proceeded with, Of the 
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former expedition Colonel BuLKELEy is chief, and Mr. Apasa 
of the latter. A striking feature of this scheme is the almost 
complete abandonment it involves of what we may term the 
shore cable route, a route which the present condition of 
marine telegraphy does not favour. Another point is the 
foregoing direct connection both with Sitka, the capital of 
Russian America, and with Petropaulousk, in Kamschatka; but 
preparations are already undertaken to connect Sitka with the 
main line, and Petropaulousk must ultimately be brought in 
connection. The American company merely undertakes to 
reach the Amoor by the: least expensive and most practicable 
route. The steamer despatched in July last by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, from San Francisco, reached Sitka 
in the middle of August, subsequently sailing for the Kvichpak, 
where Major Kennett and party disembarked, and then convey- 
ing Colonel Borkerry to Behring Straits. The exploration of 
the Bebring Straits was commenced in September. The sound- 
ings across the Straits proved highly favourable for telegraphic 
purposes ; the bottom being of mud and the water shallow. The 
island of St. Lawrence, half-way across, will afford most material 
aid in the laying of the cable from Grandby harbour to St. 
Lawrence Bay. Signs of a severe winter had already set in. 
The land on the American side of Behring Straits is somewhat 
mountainous ; on the opposite shores are visible only limit- 
less plateaux destitute of vegetation. 

Tho materiel and engineering appliances which left San Fran- 
cisco in three sailing vessels some time since, have been dis- 
tributed at the various points in the northern Pacific, where the 
work of construction is going on, Shipments are being un- 
ceasingly made both from this country and the United States. 
The Behring Straits cable, now being manufactured here, will, 
it is anticipated, be ready in the course of next summer. No 
less than 7,700 miles of wire have alroady been despatched for 
the Russo-American line by way of New York, and 5,000 miles 
are now being shipped in the London Docks for Sitka. Both the 
Behring Straits cable and the wire is being manufactured 
by Messrs, Henney of Co., of this city. Captain Germarp, 
too, is at present in London, seeing to the manufacture of a 
large quantity of wire, for the Russo-Siberian line. The Rus- 
sian Government has so far failed in obtaining permission to 
place the fronticr town of Kiachta in telegraphic communi- 
cation with Peking, the Chinese Government persistently 
avoiding any definitive reply to the applications and repre- 
seatations on the subject. That a concession will ultimately 
be secured there can be no little doubt, but other leading Euro- 
pean Powers will certainly not consent to an exclusive monopoly 
of the right to connect China telegraphically with the exterior 
world. As to the financial position of the Russo-American 
undertaking, we may stato that it is anticipated that the Russo- 
Awerican line will cost less than the nominal capital. The 
value and efficiency of the line will be greatly augmented by 
the construction of a line already commenced by the United 
States Pacific Telegraph Company, extending from San Francisco 
to Fort Kearney, and thence diverging in two branches to St. 
Louis and Chicago—a total length of 3,270 miles, consisting 
of double wires on single poles. It is gratifying to know that 
the undertaking will not be wanting iu artistic illustration, the 
Behring Straits party being accompanied by the woll-kuown 
English artist, Mr. F. Witvmper. 











GROWTH OF TEA IN THE NEILGHERRIES, 


To thoso interested in the introduction of the tea plant into 
the Neilgherrics the quality of the first samples of tea received 
from the plantations there has afforded some cause for cougra- 
tulation. They are described as bearing a general resemblance 
to Kaisows in the colour and shape of the leaf, and in flavour 
acem to partake of the qualitics of both China and Assam teas, 
being somewhat stronger than the former but not so strong as 
the latter. The prices they would command in this market, 
estimated at from 1s. 10d. to 3s. 6d. per pound, would doubt- 
less be remuncrative; aud yet we have very strong doubts as 
to the probability of these teas ever coming into favourable 
competition with either China or Assam kinds. ‘he capabi- 
lity of the land in the Neilgherries for producing tea is to a cer- 
tain extent proved, but whether it will ever do so in sufficient 
quantity to make tho experiment one of any commercial 
importance is quite another question, the solution of which will 
entirely depend on the elevation of the hills where the tea plan- 
tations have been formed. From the little we know of the lo- 
cality we aro inclined to suspect that however promising the 
experimental growth may appear, operations ou an extended 








scale, such as are carried on in Assam, will prove a failure ; and 
this opinion is deduced from the results of experiments which 
have been tried on the Himalayas at Darjeeling. There, the 
results, superficially viewod, appeared at first s0 promising as 
to induce extensive speculation in the purchase of land and 
formation of numerous large plantations ; but afterwards the 
fact became apparent, that although the plant grows readily 
enough, the elevation is too great to allow of that luxuriant 
growth of leaves which alone can render the product remunera- 
tive. Money has, no doubt, becn made in connection with tea 
speculation in that part of the Himilayas, but it has been made 
chiefly, almost entirely wo may say, by land jobbing, Ex- 
perience has shown that notwithstanding the possibility of grow- 
ing the tea plant at great elevations—for it will grow readily 
enough at a height of even 5,000 fect—yet, to secure growth of 
commercially remunerative character, the formation of plantations 
must not be attempted at a greater height than from one to 
two thousand feet. Aud the success of the Neilgherry experi- 
ment must necessarily depeud upon the possibility of adhering 
to this rule. 
THE RAILWAY FROM RANGOON TO WESTERN 
CHINA. 

We are glad to find from advices by last mail that there is 
some probability of a survey being ordered by tho Govern- 
ment of India at the request of the authorities here. For some 
months we have left this important question unnoticed, but we 
find that Captain Sprye has not been idle in the meantiine. 
Our readers may; remember that when we last noticed the 
subject Sir Charles Wood had finally decided against on- 
tertaining the subject. It appears that, owing to subsequent 
pressure, he has been induced to send out instructions to the 
Indian Government. The publication of a report by Captain 
Williams, inspector of public works in the Rangoon district, has 
added very materially to our information on this subject. 
Captain Williams says ia ove part of his report :— 

‘The direct land route from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung is the one which 
must, owing to its directness, be the best; and there is no doubt, from the 
same cause, it would be the cheapest to construct. The cost of transport 
of plant and stock to the long river journey, pertaining to the other 
routes, would also be saved ; for as the line would be constructed on the 
telescopic principle, the plant and railway material would be forwarded 
along the line as laid down, and each stage as completed be brought into 
immediate uso, Another and most important consideration would be 
that a full half of the entire railway would be within British territory, 
and the rest through the Shan States, which have always shown a vel 
friendly disposition towards our Government, and a strong desire for sucl 
a commercial highroad to the British sea-board as is now under notice. 
‘They offer to pass our merchandise duly free, and would guarantee the 
safety of the works and rolling-stock on their soil; no mean advantage 


this, in the possible event of a rupture with the Burman Court, to which, 
though tributary to it, they cherish hostile feelings. 

It appears that one of the chief causes of obstruction has 
been the report made by Sir Frederick Bruce from Peking. 
Now, at the time that Sir Frederick was asked to obtain the 
views of the Chinese Government, they were in dire trouble 
with the rebellion and the Osborn-Lay fleet, and not likely to 
be in a mood to give a favourable reply. Since then matters 
have settled down, and our fricndship begins to assume, even 
in Chinese eyes, a form that is appreciated. We may, there- 
fore, expect that Sir Rutherford Alcock will have broached the 
matter, and that in due course we shall have more favourable 
accounts. We find the following in the Bengal Murkaru :— 

“ Tt may be of interest to those who look forward to the time when the 
South- Western Provinces of China shall be in ready and easy communin 
cation with the Bay of Bengal by the valleys of the Salween and Irra- 
waddy to know that of late large numbers of the traders of Yunan are 
the independent hill tribes of the country east of British Burmah are be- 
ginning to regularly frequent the port of Moulmein. They formerly 
found their way to Ava on the one side and Bangkok on the other. 
Their advent at Moulmein has had the effect of giving a great impetus to 
trade of all kinds, with a corresponding benefit to the public revenue. It 
would be good policy to encourage these hardy adventurers by every 
means in the power of Government, and to establish marts at some point 
in British Burmah and Moulmein where they might carry on their mér- 
cantile operations with ease aed facility. An effort might also be made 


to induce some of the Yunan men to settle permanently in British terci- 
tories.” 











DOMINION IN CHINA AND THE SUPPLY OF TEA. 
(TRAVERS CIRCULAR. 

Official returns about the year 1812 estimated the population of China 
at 362,000,000—a third part of the entire human race. Exaggerated as 
this statement may at first sight appear to us, we have no reason to dispute 
its accuracy, on comparing the condition of China with that of the two 
most populous countries of Europe—England and Belgium. Reckoning 
the Chinese empire us comprised withia an area of 1,300,000 square miles, 
we get a ratio of 28U inhabitants to the square mile, a proportion below the 
average of England, which reckons 335, and considerably lower than Bel- 
gium, which has, for every square mile,’383 inhabitants. And yet, so far 
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as the battle of life and the progress of civilisation is concerned, the 
Chinese empire exercises as little influence on the destinies of uations as 
tke imaginary realms of Brobdignag and Laputa. The French Revolu- 
tion, in a comparatively brief period of cleven years, made its effects felt 
in the most distant parts of the world, couvulsed the whole framework of 
society, and “ with fear of change perplexed affrighted monarchs ;* but 
the almost perpetual warfare prevailing in the Chinese dominions (for war 
there may Gelcal to be chron ) is, s0 far as the rest of the human race 
is concerned, as powerless in its issues as it is obscure in its origin. And 
when we abandon the high grounds of polities, and descend to the hun- 
bler but not less important regions of commerce, we find that this result is 
equally evident. Whether rebels or imperialists, the Chinese, however 
they may differ in their views respectiuys their government, are unanimous 
‘on the subject of trade, and outvie each other in their readiness to supply 
the wants of the European merchant, but are wanting in that foresight and 
intelligence which would create any permanent increase of wealth through 
commerce. Jt is simple necessity which urges the Chinese to cultivate to 
the highest possible point their staple article of produce, and which is far 
more imperative with them, than is our desire to receive it from thei, 
Supposing such a contingency as the entire failure of their tea crop were 
possible, the inconvenience that European nations would sutier would, un- 
doubtedly, be cousiderable ; but to the Chinese such an event would be at- 
tended with disastrous results, in proportion to the extent to which tea isused 
in this vast empire. For although the district is said to be limited in which 
teais grown, itis universally used; thus, in supposing the failure of the erop, 
we should have to compete for the supply on hand at the time of loss with 
a nation, numerically so infinitely greater than not only our own, but | 
other nations that use tea, that the greater individual consumption in + 
Europe and America would possibly be outweighed by numbers. It is, : 
however, not certain that, although luxury and riches are more common in ; 
the West, the consumption of tea per head is greater : and on this point, 
of course, no reliable information is to be obtained from China. ‘The 
gist of our remarks amount simply to a reflection that a material reduction 
in the Chinese supply, without supposing an entire failure, must ultimately 
re-act upon European markets, when contending in their purchases for a 
Jimited supply with a nation so large as that of China. Chinese industry, 
however, in the tea districts would, of course, sufler by a diminution of 
the crops most severely ; but, on the other hand, we might have to pay, in 
& year at any season, Much higher prices than hitherto. ‘Therefore, al- 
though great confidence may be felt in steadily-increasing cultivation and 
consumption, the risks of weather to the crops will always be a source of 
additional anxiety, as that cause will operate generally. The colossal 
dimensions of China, numerical and territorial, fail to impress us with any 
ideas of yrandeur, serving rather to remind us of the homely figure of a 
card-built house, which, overthrown by a single touch, sugycsts the best 
illustration of an overgrown empire, ready to fall to pieces at the first rude 
touch of European civilisation. In the event of a dissolution of the 
Empire—and such an issue, though, perhaps, not immediate, is by no 
means improbable—there would seem to be three alternatives; either the 
rebcls will take possession of the different provinces, and raise them into 
independent kingdoms; or the treaty ports will, by a gradual extension of 
their influence, absorb them ; or the whole empire will become the easy 
prey of more cisilised nation’s, It is not likely that England, with her 
costly experience of India, will desire to add to her dominions in the 
East; nor is it probable that France, notwithstanding the Emperor's views 
as to the future predominance of the Latin race, would wish to engage in 
the task; distant expeditions, such as would be required in such an event, 
have never been popular with the French nation at large. But it requires 
no great effort of political sagaciry to see that such a plan_ of territorial 
aggrandisement would be in every way most congenial to the habits and 
inclinations of Russia; for years past the encroachments of the Russians, 
especially on the river Amoor, have assumed a most systematic form, and 
thereseems every reason to expect that a course of territorial annexation, 
so crattly commenced, and so determinedly pursued, will be successfully 
accomplished, so lon as ambitious desius are allowed to proceed un- 
checked, and the utiitarian theory of non-intervention is so carefully fol- 
lowed by other Goveruments, less grasping in practice, aad more con- 
scientious in principle. History, we kuow, repeats itself ; and the le: 
afforded by the example of the’ Romans, who at the time of the decline 
of their Empire, invited the aid of barbarians as a protection azainst other 
barbarians, may possibly be adopted by the Chinese. ‘They may summon

This volume, by M. Coullet, the director of the Messageries Imperiales, 
whose brochure on the clearing system we noticed not long since, has

At the present time, when these questions are rife in the minds of all 
financiers, and when the subject is ted to occupy the attention of the 
House of Commons, such a comparative examination, by a tna ike M. 
Coullet—who is intioately sequainted with England and America as weli 
as with Fras ‘caunot fail to be welcome. 

In addition to the maiters already alluded to, M. Coullet gives a large 
amount of tabu'ated and other intormation relative to the grwth of the 
commerce of France and England from the commencement of the cen- 
tury to the present day, and statements reiative to the exports of the pre- 
cious metals aud other matters from Europe to the East. Amongst other

that the rate of exchange must necessarily be in favour of the 
country which sends more goods than it receives from its neighbour, 
as in the case of France and England, for example. He shows clearly 
that so much of the dealings between these countries is indirect, and by way 
of transit merely, that any such deduction must be grossly erroneous, An 
excellent example of the offeet of indirect and collateral causes on com- 
merce and exchange is given in the relation of what has occurred with re- 
spect to China and other parts of the East, in consequence of the late 
war in America. With respeet to the much vexed question of the regu- 
lation of the Bank rates of discount, M. Coullet says :—“ For our part 
we go further, and affirm, with the most eminent authori 
and France in such matters, that the raising of the rate of discount, 
opportuuely and sufficiently, is a benefit in itself, and prevents the gravest 
difficulties.” Of the growth of the business ofthe Stock Exchange of London 
and the Bourse of Paris he gives a remarkable accouat. Sixty yearssince, 
he says, nothing was negotiated on the Bourse but Government stock and 
Bank shares, forming together a gross total of something like forty mil- 
lions sterling ; at the present day there are about a thousand different kinds 
of stock and shares negotiated at the Bourse, making up a total equal to 
twenty times the sum just named, As regards the Stock Exchange, M. 
Coullet estimates the various kinds of shares at more than fifteen hundred, 
and adds :— When we reflect that these include a considerable propor. 
tion of the stock of the loans of the whole world and a large part of 
that of the railways, navigation, banking, industrial and commercial com- 
panies of the universe, we must suppose that the capital represented at 
the Stock Exchange is far more considerable than that which is dealt with 
‘onthe Bourse of Paris. We will not attempt to estimate an amount upon 
insutlicient data, but no one can question the enormity of the capital operated 
upon.” Ly way of showing how the demands of commerce rule the rates 
of discount, M. Coullet reviews, amongst other things, the growth of the 
trade with China. England imported from the Fast in 1849 five million 
pounds of silk, twelve millions of pounds in 1857, and ten millions in 
186% In 1854 England sent to China merchandise to the extent of one 
million sterling, and imported nine times that amount; in 1863 she sent 
four millions and received fourteen. In 1854 the exports from England 
to India were of the value of nine and a-half millions, and the import 
equal to ten and a-half millions; but in 1863 the proportions were, re- 
spectively, seventeen and a-half and forty-eight and a-haif millions sterling. 
As regards France, she imported trom China a little over 2,000 tons of 
siik in 1849, 7,534 tons in 1863, and 6,208 tons in 1864. When we see 
such figures as these, we should not be surprised that the rate of discount 
cannot be constantly kept at four or five per cent. Another proof 
of the vast growth of trade and commerce is to be found in the 
returns of the circulation of the Bank of France; in 1800 it was 12 
millions of francs, in ten years it had grown to 100 millions; from 1824 
to 1846 it ranged between 200 and 300 millions; in 1843 it was 373 mil- 
lions; in 1860 it was 750 millions; and on the 26th January in the pre- 
sent year it was 8U8 millions. The notes in circulation in the whole of 
the United Kingdom, including those of private bavks of issue, amount to 
about 900 millions of francs; but M, Coullet explains that, in conse- 
quence of the completeness of the deposit and cheque system in England, 
an immense majority of transactions escape the necessity for employing bank- 
notes. M. Coullet compares the vondition of the Banks of France and 
England atthe commencement of the present year, and explains clearly the 
causes of some of the peculiarities which mark the respective systems of 
the two establishments ; and it would be well for those who may hare to 
take part in legislative discussions on the subject to read what is here 
written by a practical Frenchman, thoroughly informed on the systems of 
the wo countries, It may be added that M. Coullet is not a partisan of 
what is sometimes called free trade in banking, and that he is favourable 
to the issue of notes of small value, as low, in the case of France, as 
twenty francs, Fittyfrane notes, it may here be observed, have been in 
circulation tor some time. 

In an appendix M. Coullet gives some carefully arranged tables and do- 
cuments illustrating his arguments respecting bavking aud commerce, and 
they contain much excellent matter. Tn the first plaice, we have 
tables of the condition both of the Banks of France and ‘land, show- 
ing the amount of bullion, its proportion to the liabilities ; rates of dis- 
count, discount accounts, advances and deposits—on the one hand; and 
notes in circulation, and liabilities of every kind, on the other hand, given 
for every quarter of the year from 1843 to 1836, at different periods of 
1857, when the rates of discount were unusually high; for each month of 
1863 and 1864, and for each week of the present year. 

There is no part of the work, however, of more interest at the present 
moment than that which exhibits the comparative progress of commerce in

Since the year 1826 the gencral imports of France grew from 667 mil- 
lions of francs to 3,286 millions, and the exports irom 698 millions to 
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+526 millions. But there are two tables in the appendix alluded to which 
Rive at a glance tho state of the cate as regards the two countries, both 
with respect to the actual amounts of business done with the rest of the 
world, and the relation of that amount with the number of the inhabitants 
in the two countries, ‘Taking the column of general exports as the most

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So that the excess of the Special Exports of England as compared with 
thore of France is almost as great as ever, and amount to more than 23 
per cent, of our own total and to about 39 on that of France. 

But a comparison of totals only tells a portion of the tale, and M. 
Coullet hax very properly given comparative tables of the proportion 
which the commerce of each country bears'to its population, In 1827- 
1836 the exports of England amounted to 52} francs per head per 
annum, while those of France reached but 214 {rancs—showing an exces 
in favour of the former of 31 francsand upwards per head. In 1863 the 
exports of the former were 166 francs, and of the latter 93 francs _ per 
head; so that, in spite of the rate having heen more than quadrupled in 
France, the excess on the side of England has increased to 73. francs, or 
more than twice what it was in 1836, When we consider how far ahead 
England was at the former period, and consequently how much more 
margin for improvement existed in France, it is really marvellous that the 
latter should have maintained, and, still more, doubled that excess. 

If there be people existing who imagine that the progress of F 
commercial matters can injure Erzland even while her own trade grows 
so rapidly, they must be beyond the reach of facts and arguments ;” and 
those who only look at the changes that have taken place with respect to 
these two countries, taken apart from their dealings with other parts of th 
world, they should learn to regard the commerce of the universe as a 
totalas M. Couliet does, and cease to divell upon isolated facts and draw 
false conclusions from incomplete data. It is good for all that the produc- 
tiveness of each nation should increase, and itis especially yood for Eng: 
land, who has relations everywhere, and who consequently profits. instead 
of losing, by the growing prosperity of France and of all other countries.

SILKWORMS AND MOTHS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sit, —The enclosed extract from Sir J. Emerson Tennent’s * Ceylon,” 
Vol. L. chap. VL, page 265, will show you that this gifted author has been 
somewhat in advanes of even the French savans, &c. in having carly pointed 
out to commerce the probable hidden value of certain races of wild 
silkworms and motlhs—notably those which had attracted his attention in 
the island of Ceylon. It appears that about two hondred years ago the 
Dateh (who were then in possession) made an attempt to introduce the 
culture of the * Bombyx Mori"—the trne silkworm—but that after the 
island fell into the hands of the English, little more was heard on the 
subject. In point of fact, there is scarcely room for wonder that our coun- 
trymen attempted nothing further, seeing that the well-directed and skilful 
etloris so successful in perfecting the ruliog of Surdah silk in the neigh- 
bourin continent of India, for very many years, met with no encourae- 
ment save at the hands of the home silk trade. Up to as late as the year 
1840) all attempts to introduce the beautifully-reeled Surdah raw silk to 
the notice of continental manufacturers were fruitless. Secure in the pos 
session of excellent silk crops at home, anything which the English were 
introducing from Asia was not then worth consideration. ‘The raw silks 
for which to-day the French, Germans, and Swiss are scrambling all over 
the East, only twenty short years azo they would searcely deiga to look at! 
The writer hereof tested them thoroughly as far back as IM45 and 1846. 
Feeling assured that China and Bengal silks were well adapted for some 
of the goods made at Lyons, £iberteldt, and Basle, he waited upon the 
chief manufacturers of those opulent seats of silk manufacture, and pointed 
ont the advantage in comparative cheapness enjoyed by Asiatic over 
European silk. ‘These efforts were entirely thrown away upon them, and 
in many instances the narrator was listened to with an impatience and an 
indifference mortifying in the extreme. How diiferent is the case now ! 
It is almost ludicrous to see the vast change which las been foreed upon 
those incredulous men, when I along with other Knglishinen established

Moths.—Among the strictly nocturnal “ Lepidoptera” are some 
gigantic species. “Of these the cinnamon-eating * Atlas” often attains 
the dimensions of nearly a foot in the stretch of its superior wings. It is 
common in the gardens about Colombo, and its size, and the transparent 
tale-like spots in its wings cannot fail to strike even the most careless 
saunterer. But little inferior to it in size is the famed  Tusseh Silk 
Moth” (Anthercea mylitta), which feeds on the country almond (Termi 
nalia catappa), and the Palma Christi, or castor-oil plant: it is easily dis 
tinguishable from the Atlas, which basa triangular wing, whilst it is fal- 

ted, and the transparent spots are covered with @ curious thread-like 
sion drawn across them. Towards the northern portion of the island 
this valuable species entirely displaces the other. owing to the fact that the 
almond and ** Palma Christi” abound there. The latter plant springs up 
spontaneously in every manure heap or neglected spot of ground; and 
might be cultivated, as in India, with great advantage, the leaf to be used 
as foo.l for the caterpillar, the stalk as fodder for cattle, and the seed for 
the expression of eastor-oil. The Dutch took advantage of this facility, 
and gave every encouragement to the cultivation of silk at Jaffna, (Mote. 
The Portuguese had made the attempt prior to the artival of the Dutch, 
and a strip of land on the banks of the Kalany river, near Colombe, still 
bears the name of “ Orta Seda,” the Silk Garden.) The attempt of the 
Dutch to introduce the true silkworm, the “ Sombyx Mori,” took place 
under the governorship of Ryklof van Goens, who on banding over the 
administration to his successor in 1663 a.p., thus apprises him of the 
initiation of the experiment:—* At Jafua Polgce a trial has been under- 
taken to feed silkworms, and to ascertain whether silk may be reared at 
that station. [have planted a quantity of mulberry trees, which grow well 
there, and they ought to be planted in other  directions.— Valentyn, 
Chap. XIII." ‘The growth of mulberry trees is noticed the year afier in a 
report to the Governor-General of India (but the subject afterwards ceased 
tu be attended to), but it never attained such a development as to become 
an article of commerciabimportance. Ceylon now cultivates no silkworm 
whatever, notwithstanding this abundance of the favourite food of one 
species; and the rich silken robes sometimes worn by the Buddhist priest- 
hood are still imported from China aud the continent of India. In addi- 
tion to the  Avas” moth and the  Mylitta,” there are many other 
© Bombycidee” in Ceylon; and though the silk of some of them, was it 
susceptible of being unwound from the cocoon, wou'd not bear a compa- 
rison with that of the * Bombyx Mori,” or even of the * Tusseh Moth,” 
it might still prove to be valuable whea carded and spun. If the Euro- 
pean residents in the colony would rear the larvz of these * Lepidoptera,” 
and make drawings of their various changes, they would render a possible 
servive to commerce, and a certain oue to entomvlogical kuowledge.—

PIRATES IN ‘THE CHINA WATERS 

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Sir,—Alllow me to suggest, throwzh your columns, that a meeting of 
the London houses interested’ in the China trade be convened, for the 
purpose of endorsing the protest that has gone forth from merchants in 
China as to the inadequacy of protection to the Merchant Navy in the 
China Seas.

The Board of ‘Irade Returns for the month and ten months 
ended the 31st October again present very favourable results, 
and indicate a steady improvement in trade in nearly all 
branches. ‘Ihe total declared value of exports for the tenth 
month of the present year was £15,547,225, against 
£12,871,491 in 1864, and £15,082,332 in 1863, exhibiting 
an increase as compared with the former period of £2,675,734, 
and with the latter of £464,893. For the ten months of the 
present year the total was £135,264,602, for 1864 it was 
£136,275,652, and for 1863, £119,377,045, which shows a 
decrease of £1,011,050 when contrasted with 1864, but an in- 
crease of no less than £15,887,557 compared with 1863. All 
our great staples have participated in this movement of 
activity ; save that in the export of silk manufactures there 
has been a decrease of about 10 percent. Looking at the 
document as awhole, a decided probability exists that when 
the figures for the entire year can be made up the twelve 
months of 1865 will show the largest amount of trade ever yet 
attained by the United Kingdom ; so far as distinctively spe- 
cified in these returns, our commerce with the Far Last is re- 
presented by the following figures :—
